ITie “professional men" and many “artisan'" still ally themselves with 
the capitalist class, hoping to. derive bt'uetit from such uosociatioii. And as for 
tbeamaU traderr. these scerrd and-ncr^oua |taople havo the ramr irrror of 
•red" specter to«lay as their grandmothers of old had of all sorts of white and 
Mack ghoKlA Usually our middle-class iK-ople only open their eye** in the se»- 
generation, after they have e4*ased to “hop**." 

True, the advoeute* of arming the iMs^ple i-ould |H«nt to the example of Switz- 
4riind, and er>* out to our plutocrats: “The masses an- always c<ms4'rvativo. 
■when they are treaftni lialf-huuianely. It is better and safer for you to give the 
ataacs arm*, and thus comiK-i yourselves to treat them humanely. Hy suitable 
Iiwi and real smrial reforms, the i»eoi»l<*’'* standani of living may he steadily im- 
proved, aa in New^*Zealand. 'Hiere would then be a p<»Hi«ibility of at la>*l solv- 
isf the social <iU4-stion peat-eably and without blooushtMl." 

Bnl Hueh a cry wotild surely die away like the voic4* of the crier in the wil- 
demMs. The caintulixt elass has the |>ower. ami against that jwwer.tbe argu- 
went* of common sense an* just as unavailing as sentimental remonstraiuvs. 

Juit as little lielp from the eaiatalistic law-givers can Im exi>ecti*4l in this 
natter as in any other. The eajMtalUt class will never inen»ase tlu- mjlitia to 
tpch an extent as to include the proletariat. ' 

T^e proletariat therefore will have to help itself. 

The Knights of l*abor might do a great deal. Tliey should leave the eim- 
te*t in the eeonomie*tield entirely to the unions, and like true “».night-< 4*f !ab4»r" 
ohould form the moral and martial reserve guard of tin- workmen. <Jf J'ourse we 
bare in view only eases of the most, extreme necessity. 

The Knights of Lalior are perfectly organized and in their halcyon days they 
‘Were well dUciplined. We pro|»ose that these new knights form so-called uni- 
ranks, like the Knights of Pythias, Knights of the Golden Kaglo. and 
•tber*. * For workingmen and proletarians, gold lace, braidings and facings wouhl 
W ■aperfluou*: a simple cap or a uniform bat to give a military eff4*ct should lx* 
•BBcirnt. In place of ihe expensive. antiquaP-d and piTfectly useless knights-jw- 
ben, we would recommend for arms modem Winchester or Manser r:lle* ijf the 
••west construction, with the neei-ssarybelt. A good gun of that wort can bo 
Ud for 910 to 112. 

The whole thing sliould be considered and conducted from a ptirely patriotic j 
JtftBdpoint only. Xt ought not to have any connection whatever with international I 
> Bidaliim. It ought simply to be the arming of the people in harmony with the 
jMerican constitution,.and for the purixwe of prewrving civic freedom in our 1 
coontry. 

Ibc Knights of I>abor have recently lost iimst of their members. However. , 
they number still about thirty fhousandmen. We are convinced that the Knights j 
of litbor would Increaw tenfold and maybe twentyfoJd as a result of their now j 
■ItlUm. In the ranks of the capitalist militia, however. It would soon be Impos¬ 
sible to find any honest workingmen at all, and such as would be there could situ* 
ply be net down n* traitor* and birelingf ' 

Care would hare to be taken of one thing. No one should l>e received Into 
the **Uoiforraed Ranks" who was addieied to the use of intoxicating drinks in 
•by form. The why and wherefore for this is evident. 

This plan may strike many as rorosntic, but it i* not so by any means. Iii- 
■imerable "knights" and chnrch societies of all sorts and names are armed, some 
with firearms. 

But if the KnighU of I^tbor refrain from sneh aeJwnk either through ignor- 
cowardice, petty jealousy, stupidity or capitalistic jingoism, then indeed 
tee Minain, only me other 'wty.

If the city would operate 
its public utilities, the motive and the 
opportunity for bribery would be gone, 
cven'if minor evils and breaches of trust 
might continue, owing to the eomipting 


influence of the capitalist system, which 
makes mouey-getluig the *ok> object ot 
life. The Social Democrat* all over the 
world object to more eompt-tition in pub¬ 
lic utilities: more competition means 
more curriiption. 

Socialist* look upon the contract sys¬ 
tem as n similar danger. It constantly 
induce* contractors to briliC city officials 
on the one hand an<l to exploit their 
workmen on the 4>th4-r. Fiirtheriuorc. it 
is always iu the interests of the city that 
eitizens earn det-ent wages; then-fon-, in¬ 
stead of the coutructors, the labor unions 
ought to Ikj 4>m'Ourugcil.

In answer lo many qnestious; 

We conlidcntly anticipate that within thirty years the people of the Unltei) 
'State* will have committed theniselves definitely lo industrial REORGANIZA¬ 
TION oil lines of .Socialism—that 1« to say, the national jwlicy will be the 
setting a.side of the private iimnagcment of industries conducted on the largi-vt 
scale in favor of an organization and management- of these industries on n na¬ 
tional bafUH without regnrtl for ilrofit and in the interest of the whole people. 

That is probably nil that we can possibly do within thirty years, according 
to our present uiiderstanditig. 

Wo exiHM-t ill the meantime, ami in the near future, a .SERIES of extraor¬ 
dinary demonstrations on the part of the people, which demonstrations cannot 
l»ossibly be pt-aceful in ihnracter, e*j>eci«Ily if the capitalists do not listen to 
n-ason—and the prol*ability is that they will not—there may Ik* many deplora¬ 
ble instances of viob-uce and bloodshed. .The prolhariat will no doubt be pul 
dtkwii several timcM and without extra-great effort on the part of the capitalist 
class. Blit we can reckon on the Ijelp and oo oi»eration of the lower middle 
clnss in thu next generntiou, and iipou the simple fact that'the capitalist clai-s 
iifti-r .some blooily fighting will understand that it cannot afford continuou* 
warfari-, not 4»nly iM-ciinsc capitalism csM-ntinlly iiceils peace at home in onlcr 
lo Ik- in working condition, but also Ih-c.iuso the proletariat can- lose in 4loz4-us 
of revolutionary adi'inpts and lo*4- nothing, while th4.- tm-mbers of the cspit.ilisl 
4-Iass hfse everylhing if they Jo»e G.VCE, even if capitalism should Ih* n-ston-il 
l4-mtH>rarily aft(-rw ards.

Charities for an existence. Aud how 
many are "too bashful" to apply to eith¬ 
er of the official agencies of capitalistic 
charity? 'Hicre cau be no doubt that 
those "bashful poor." those w*ho have 
some pride and maybe some manboml 
and womanhood left—w'hicb is usually 
pounded out of them by the “charity of- 
fieials"—are the moat inteuse sufferers. 

This is the condition in Milwaukee, tbe 
city of bomi-s, where over half of tbe 
people own tbe bojneeteads in which they 
live. What are the conditions in Chi-' 
cago or New York? 

Huxley, the great ocientiat. said a few 
years ago: 

“Home time after I embarked on a voy¬ 
age aroond tbe world, 1 had the oppor¬ 
tunity ot seelu savage life in all coo- 
<-elTable conditions of sav.ige d^ada- 
tinn. And in this experience of mina I 
found nothing more degrading, nothing m> 
hopeless, nothing so Intolerably doll, at 
the life I bad left behindjme In Bast 
London. It the altematWrwas preaent- 
ed to me to choose tbe life or one of those 
pfopte in tbe Bast End or that of a sav¬ 
age. 1 would distlnctlj choose the lat¬ 
ter." 

This is dvilizatiott at tbe beginning 
the Twentieth eentnry. And for nearly 
2000 years they have been si^qg about' 
tbe "charity nesoage" of "Peace on earth 
and good will 10 man."

week. Marion Uarland gave the follow- 
iog bit of sapient advice to a eorrespond- 
ent who was perplexed over the question 
of “making a living:” **Exi>erience. like 
all treasures, must be bought. Seven 
years ago 1 aaid to a young man who 
had just obtained his first position, *lf 
you hope for success, be willing for two 
years to do $2 worth of work for 11 / 
He wrote to me last year, just after 
getting tt ‘rise’ that quadrupled the sal¬ 
ary given him at the outset: ‘If had 
■aid “$5“ in stead of $2 yon would have 
been nearer the mark. That's what I 
did/ " 

Now the trouble with Marion is that 
■be does not treat her correspondents 
fairly when it comea to giving advice 
like the above. Perhaps it ia because the 
is afraid to discourage her youug friends 
by telling them the truth. The truth is 
that they must be willing to work ail 
their liveft, giving not merely “$2 worth 
of work for | 1 *’ for two years, but |2 to 
|5 worth a day for every year of his life 
for $ 1 —when be is unfortunate enough 
to have employment. Tell them the 
truth, Marion; if you are not posted, 
read up. 

At an example of the declaration that 
the “ethics of Socialism are identical 
with the ethics of Christianity,’* take 
that instance which came to light in 
Milwaukee the other day.

“bad no teachers fit to instruct a child 
of that class." And that was quite 
true. If the ethic of Sodalbun is iden¬ 
tical with such an exhibition of ethical 
“devWopmcnt” the world can do without 
It. But it isn’t. The two codes are not 
identical.

The Cheapest Man in Amcrice. 

.Some rff our Socialist papers are try¬ 
ing to have some fun w’ith the Appeal to 
Reason in its present fight with the post- 
oflSce department because that paper has 
persistently cited the public postofllce os 
an 'xample of practical Socialism. We 
havo nowhere seen any reference to the 
department’s tmtment of labor, how*- 
cver. and this is a far better way of 
judging its “Socioliam." The cheaiiest 
man in America ia employed by the Uuit- 
$>d State* {lostoffice. Even the best paid 
men w ho do really laborious work, such 
as the collection and deiiverlog of mail 
matter undoubtedly is. are not enjoying 
much of a snap. Ed. J. Cantwell, secre¬ 
tary of the National Aaaociation of Let¬ 
ter Carriers, in apeaking recently of the 
efforts of that aaaociation to aecure more 
equitable adjustment of the salaries of 
the men wbo handle the mails, said: 

“We w'iU renew and redouble our 
fight this winter to secure the pas¬ 
sage of the bill to increase the pay of 
the letter carriers, and if our national 
lawmakera are open to argument we 
will win. Under the present law letter 
carriers In dtiet of more than 75,000 
inhabitanta. after a aerrlce of five or 
six years, receive only $1000 per an¬ 
num, which it the bighe«t they can 
get, and the higheat pay received by 
carriers in cities of lets than 75,000 in- 
habitante la $850 per anonm. But 
they must serve at least five years, 
starting in at SOOO per annum, before 
reaching tke $1000. what we ask Con¬ 
gress to do is to grade the salary so 
that the first year the carrier will re¬ 
ceive $600, the second rear $800, the 
third year $ 1000 ,. and the fourth year 
$1200; that ia, In cities of over 75.000 
population, and in cities of less than 
7^000 the highest salary will be $1000 
after three years’ service."

Mr. Edgar CauiHius, au American, who 
for five years was in the employ of the 
CoDfio Frev State and of one of the con- 
ceastonary rubber companies, being 
asked as to the jiositiou of affairs ou the 
Congo, said: 

“The recent statements of Capt. Le- 
maire. miKsionaries, and others, that the 
condition of the country bas shown some 
iraproveuieot of late, are, in a way. .true. 
As a result of the agitation In the British 
and Belgian press, certain restrictions 
have been placed uiran the companies 
working conceBsioD* in the Free State, 
which nav$’ brought about some amelio¬ 
ration of the condition of the natives in 
tho regions in which those companies op-; 
erate. together with an immense reduo* 
tion in the supjAy of rubber; but, up to 
the time I left the fur interior in March 
last, no improvement had taken place so 
far as the operations oC the state itself 
w'ere concerned. 1 challenge the authori¬ 
ties at Brussels to show that any im¬ 
provement is possible w’blle the rubber 
traflie is condnct<*d on the present iniqui¬ 
tous lines. What can be expected of a 
■ntein under which the natives receive 
the equivalent of oue penny per pound 
(paid ID mercbandlae valued at Kfo per 
cent, above invoice price) for rubber 
which fetches three sbiUing* a poond in 
'Antwerp? Tlie state cannot exist with¬ 
out rubber, and the natives wHl not worit 
on such terms, except at the muzzle of 
the rifie. This is Um crux of the whole 
business. As late as November of last 
year In my own district a force of state 
tnx^ aasieted by some of the Mongala 
company's men. under the command of 
Lieut. Bracckman, went against the 
Owaka tribe for refusing to bring rubber 
to the post of libanza. Thtee we^^a 
later, when they returned, the Belgian 
officer himself told me that 300 Gwilua 
had been killed. 

“Hiey brought baek forty or fifty pris- 
oners, mostly women and chilom. 
These were like sk^etona when ^ey 
reached my post, and I did my be^ to 
provide for them with food. One died of 
atarvation in my post, and the otben 
when marched off to the police post of 
Bokula we.v indeed pitiable t^iecta.

Where Ito right to control la claimed, 
^htte ia DO government; Marc Antony's 
gMitrol of tbe mob in Rome was not gov- 
gaunent. for Marc Antony neither had, 
gor pretended to have, ftny authority to 
Manire the people to act contrary to their 
•Awflls. . 

Where there it no power to control, 
there is no government; while Charles 
I. waiv in pnson, thongh be was still 
the oominal King of England, he did 
got govern England, for. whatever his 
ABthorlty, be bad no power. Power eu- 
fpcclng authority is eMsential to govern* 
g gmt . 

Whether the fault is in the governed 
ga in tbe governor, tbe government will 
lack stability if governed and governor 
gre not in accord. The authority of tbe 
gsremor may be never so just, the power 
af ^e governor never so great, tbe stii' 
hUlty of tbe government and tbe peace of 
the people under the government wlllwiot 
htaecnred unless tbe government has the 
ctnsent of tbe governed, expresa or im- 
pUed. poiitive or negative. 

oUlirr elements we must look to 
wake the United Btatea repnblic just, but 
the consent of tbe governed makes It 
•table. 

At tbe end of an exciting election in 
which a Prcaident is e]r*cted and a policy 
Indorsed by only 700.000 plurality in a 
tltal of nearly fourteen million votes 
tilt, tbe whole country acquiesces; and 
If any advocate of tbe defeated party 
fhenld attempt to raise a revolt. Demo* 
Wits would vie with Rerablicans in put- 
ting the revolt down. This fact secures 
• peaceful four years to tbe country. 
BBt it does not aecore four years of jus* 
«ke to the country. 

The mere fact that the form of govern* 
muU does not suit the Protestants is no 
jsit ground for revedution. The justice 
«f a govemment does not depend upon it» 
farm, although some forma are more apt 
to do eqnal justice than other forms; it 
depends upon tbe fidelity with which it 
f olfclM the function of government, that 
Ia with which it safeguards the rights of 
van and promotes his prosperity. 

The .wsort to force is justified only by 
the exti^mest exigency. A mere dis* 
taste for one form of government or de- 
tire for another form of government is 
•ot such an exigency as juatifiea resort 
to force to overthrow tbe govemment. 

Qovemment is the centred of a part of 
the community by another part of tbe 
community; it may be by a King, by an 
^ij^chy, by an aristocracy, by a vote of 
•even million voters to which the oppoe* 
lag six million three hundred thousand 
votmv submit, t>ut In any case it ia the 
centrol of e part by a part. 

It U clear that the government is best 
when tbe best exercise control and tbe 
less competent and virtuous are con* 
trolled. Bat it ia not less evident that 
the anpreme and ultimate government ia 
that in which tbe beat in each man con¬ 
trols tbe InferiM' in each man. 

Tbla ia arif-govemment; and the more 
■early any community approaches self* 
jgoremment, the more nearly it approach- 
tbe ultimate gool of all polUfeal or- 
gaaiaation. The end of government Is 
IBotnal protection against Inihstice. 

The possessiiMi of the powers of govern¬ 
ment gives to thoee who possess such 
powers the resTOnsibillty of determining 
when it is Tight to interfere in order 
to prevent injustice. Man Is born under 
government, and he Is to be subject to 
that government, unless It fails to fulfil] 
the functions of government; if it does 
•0 fail, and be cannot find adequate rem¬ 
edy for himself and hia fellows by sub- 
aiision. protest or- migration, the right 
of revolutiOD exists; because the same 
light to organize for self-protection in 
Sovemment exists to overthrow tbe gor- 
> emment when k becomes an Instrument 
of oppression, not of protection. 

There is no absolutely best form of 
ffovernment which, in any stage of the 
world, in any age uf human development, 
beat secures human rights; but tbe ulti¬ 


mate form of government toward which 
history is gradtully condneting the hn* 
man race is that fOrm in wMeh er^ry 
man goveros himself, and gherefore aU 
men partake in the common Eunetions of 
govcmmeui. 

The right'of every man to work, and 
the right of every mao to the product of 
bis work, are fundamental rights. There 
k enough to be done, and the world is 
fruitful enough, fo make H possible for 
every man. In the present stage of civiU- 
zatioik to earn enough to auppurt him¬ 
self. his wife and his children in com¬ 
fort. 

Any organization, political or indus¬ 
trial, capitalistic nr laborers', which im¬ 
pugns this right, prevents this work, or 
takes from the laborer tbe product of hit 
industry, whether it be industry of the 
brain or industry of the museJes. without 
ad4S]uate cun^)ensation, it iinjuat. Tbe 
fir<t Industrial d«y of society Is to pro- 
teet every man in his right to labor and 
n hi« ownership of the fririu of bis 
labor. 

Our present industrial system throogh- 
out the civilised world is based upon the 
imvate ownership of the common w’ealth. 
The common ownership of tbe common 
wealth, wherever It has been attempted, 
has failed to furnish any adequate re¬ 
ward to enterprise, and so any adequate 
iniimtive to induatrr. 

Communism In all its forms assumes In 
man a virtue which he does not possess, 
and faiU to furnish that stimulus which 
is essential, noc only to the production of 
the greatest w'ealtb. but to the develop¬ 
ment of the best character. 

If the present industrial system were 
overturued by a revolution, and the peo¬ 
ple were to become owners in common 
of the common weakh, the result would 
be a derangement of the industrial or¬ 
ganization which would bring immeas- 
nr.ible suffering, accompanied wkh gross 
injustice, upon aU classes of the eoan- 
mnnity. 

If the community thinks the private 
ownership and control of land is best for 
the community, h has a right to provide 
for such private ownership and control; 
but k has no right to provide for tbe 
private ownership and control by one 
man of another, against the protest of 
that other, though he be but a minority 
of one. 

flociety having provided for the pri¬ 
vate ownership and control of land, and 
individuals having invested their eam- 
ingi jn that land on (he faith of that 

C rovlaion of aociety. aocioty has no right 
y revolutionary act (o confiscate tbe 
property and destroy for the Individual 
owner the economic values which It has 
itself created. 

If. therefore, it were proposed and- 
denly to abolish all taxes on imports, on 
Incomes, .on personal and real property, 
and levy (hem all on land and its con- 
teats and on franchises, the propoaitiion 
would involve an industrial revolution 
which wonid be at once inexpedient and 
unjust. But no such sudden change is 
possible. 

The state, in establishing and main- 
taininr a public school system, is not 
usurping the place of tbe church. It is 
not primarily the function of the church 
to educate and secondarily the function 
of. the state. The state has not inter¬ 
fered with or taken up the work that 
narurallT belongs to the church. 

The aim and the method of the chnrch 
are different from that of the state. 
The church, as we have seen, is, and al¬ 
ways has been, in its teaching dogmatic. 
Its obiect Is to impart tmth to the stn- • 
dent: but the object of the public 8cbo<d ‘ 
is not to impart truth to the student: 
Its object is to impart power to the atu- 
dent to find truth for bims<>lf. 

It is idle to tell busy men that they 
ought to go to the primaries: idle be¬ 
cause they are busy men; idle because 
politics takes all the time they can now 
give to 'it out of their business and rK^r- 
sonal affairs: idle because, when fbey 
get to tbe primary, they find a slate 
made up for them for which they must 
vote, or vote In.solitary grandeur against 
it. There may be exceptions, but, gen¬ 
erally speaktngf the primary as at pres¬ 
ent conducted Is a contrivance for en¬ 
abling a few men to determine for whom 
tbe many may vote.

The 
tter had to admit that be could not 
expel a student for wearing n Socialist 
badge,' but ho gave Sackin a lecture on 
the snbjwt, teliiug him that ’‘we will 
rot tolerate Sorialkm or Anarcbism In 
this college." and advising him to remove 
the buttoD-^which advitv. of course, had 
no nfbro effect than the suborainute 
tiMicher's threats. 

Tho incident nroused consideralde in- 
tcrcAt among the stiidetils. not a few 
of whom are SodaiisUi and there was 
a lively demand for S. D. P. buttons. 

Comrade Sackin's refusal to bow to 
the tyranny atlempteil by tbe teachers 
will have a good effect and his exanipfe 
should be followed wherever the school 
authorities offer to interfere with the 
political afflliatioDfl of students.—l*he 
Worker.

Yet the mother dreade<l that tbe misery 
and want which she and her stwen little 
ones had suffered ^oiild be known be¬ 
yond their door. Although neighbors, 
■one too well off themselves in this 
worid’a goods, had endeavored to allevi¬ 
ate the snfferinga of these little ones, the 
mother bad refused their kindly aid and 
she hoped against h<H>e that the father of 
her little ones might regain his health 
and that it would not be nocessary to ac¬ 
cept pnblic charity. But the walla of 
her little ones from cold and hunger be- 
^me too pitiful and resterdny Mrs. 
Johnson was glad to receive the mere ne- 
cetaities that life might be sustained. 

It is in tbe rear of a little wooden 


money to buy even coal for ourselves,

IndustrUi Despotism. 

"Private owiitTship of property has 
grown in tho tniRts. to lie industrial di«- 
potism. The despots are abusing their 
power, niul. as their power grows great¬ 
er. they will abuse it more, for so all des¬ 
pots do." deelaiSHl Jesse t'ox la.st Sat- 
mday. iu on address on “Socialism and 
Dt-mocracj*." before the Irot^uois club. 

" ‘Dinnocracy Versus Socinllsin* was 
given as the subject of this debate, but 
to iny niiml the two are not opposed. I 
consider Socialism merely an extension 
of Domocracw. the adoption, in the gov- 
crnnieiit of indnstriee and the mamijte- 
nieiit of wealth, of those priiK'iplos which 
we have a]rea<ly adopted iu the govern- 
uient of our state. 

“Wo will be driven to this. Much as 
iran>* of you condemn Socialism now. 
the time will come, if things continue In 
th(‘ir pretient tendency, when you will 
welcome It. 

“Instead of beli>^ ruled by tho country, 
tbnee combinations are coming to rule 
tho country. And when they have 
rencbe<l the zenith of their strength, and 
grow*n arrogant in their despotism, you, 
and I will be but too glad to make nsc 
of the onlv remedy which offers. 

“We will‘take from the combinations 
ibelr power over tho wealth which Ix*- 
lutwr* properly to tho peonle. We wUl 
give to our goveennient this wealth. In 
l>o managed for the benefit uf tbe people 
instead of for the benefit of a few des¬ 
pots, as it is now. And I am sure we 
may l>e confident that it will bo mauageil 
as well as the affairs of our state are 
managed now. 

“The paternalism of government Is no 
new thing. It is a wise and exceUimt 
thing. In hUtory the governments 
that have been the most advanced, tbe 
most dvilis^. have been those that have 
exercised the most functions. 

"Not the governments of despots, 
which h&xfi prohibited this and ihat« 
and have saia what k man should do 
and what be should not. arbitrarily. That 
it not good patmiallam, and it is far 
from what Socialism advocatM. 

“The genera] favor given these extern 
aions of the functions of government Is 
proof that the spirit of the times ap¬ 
proves of Socialism. It it proof tbut 
w'hcd the time comes to put an end to 
industrial despotism, tbe one couiwe 
whidi offers permanent relief—<tbe exten¬ 
sion of the principles of Democracw to 
tbe government of wealth—will be adopt- 
e<l by the mass of our people withont a 
•truggle."

Father Thomas McGrady, responding i 
to a request from (be St. Louis Post- 
Djspatcb, . sent the folowing reply to! 
I Archbishop Corrigau'a attack on Social-j 
ism: 

In sending you a reidy to the letter 
written by Archbishop Corrigan, I pre¬ 
sume that the eminent prelate is not ad¬ 
verse to an intelligent discussloa of his 
views. Since man is a rational being, 
and arrives at the knowledge of scientific 
truth by tbe exercise of his mental fac*- 
ulties, every candid inquirer invites crit¬ 
icism. 

The Most Rev. Ordinary of New York 
states that Socialism U absurd, unjust 
and impossible. I maintain that the 
truth of these assertions cannot be dem¬ 
onstrated, and following tbe example of 
his grace. I will irat my argument before 
tbo pibllc. that those inten^sted in tbe 
solution of the industrial problem may 
weigh tbe value of uur respective claims. 

The archbishop says: *‘Tbe Socialist, 
working on tbe poor man's envy of tbe 
rich, endeavors to destroy private pro|>* 
erty. and maintains that individnal pos- 
sessions should Ix^ome the common 
nroiierty of all Each citizen will then 
have bis equal share of whatever there 
it to enjoy." 

With all due respect to his lordship, I 
wish to call bis attention to the fact that 
this paragraph misrepresents tbe teach¬ 
ings of Socialism. False statements are 
very poor wt-spons in defense of truth, 
and while 1 do not believe that tbe arch¬ 
bishop is guilty of calumny, yet to tbe 
intelligent student of sociology, good in¬ 
tentions do not wTi-atbe error with a halo 
of glorv. 

Socialists never attempt to inflame the 
souls of tbe poor with the passion of 
envy, but with a sense of justice. Hiey 
do not censure the rich for their posses¬ 
sions. but they condemn tbe system that 
enables one man to accumulate n fortune 
on tbe unpaid toil of his uiifortnnato 
brethren. They do not odvocate the di¬ 
vision of wealth or tho abolition of pri- 
vote proj^rty. but the absorption of pri¬ 
vate ca(Mtal by tbe community. Under 
Socialism (be laborer wouM get all tkat 
he produces, whereat today be works two 
hours for himrelf and sc-ren hours for 
the benefit of bis capitalistic master. To¬ 
day tbe laborer gets 15 per cent, of tbe 
wealth that he creates and under Social¬ 
ism be would get six times that amount. 
With the fruit of his toil be could buy* a 
house, furnish it with a library filled 
with the choicest works of literature and 
science, adorn it with paintings of tbe 
richest hues and the most artistic skill 
and statuary of the finest marble and 
most delicate carving. The producer 
would own and n.«ie the product of his la¬ 
bor, according to bis taste and desires. 

Wealth consists of all those articles 
that have been modified bv human labor 
so as to qualify them for tue gratification 
of human demires. Capital is that part 
of wealth devoted to toe aid of produc¬ 
tion. that part of wealth in the course of 
exchange, that part of wealth utilized in 
tbe production of more wealth. Capital 
is wealth, but wealth is not always capi¬ 
tal. A residence is wealth, but not capi¬ 
tal. for a residence does not prodoce 
more wealth. A family carriage ia 
wealth, but not capital, for it doet not 
produce more wealth. For tbe same rea¬ 
son a library is wealth, but not capital; 
a private collection of paintings is wealth 
but not capital: a yacht is wealth, but 
not capital. Socialists do not oppose the 
possession of private wealth, but on tbe 
contrary, wish to extend this possession 
till every child of our race wfll be h 
recipient of its blemings. They do not 
advocate the division of wealth, but 
staunchly maintain that a division Is det¬ 
rimental to the growth and development 
of the social organism. 

At the pn^sent time under the domina¬ 
tion of capitalUin the proilucers get one- 
sixth of the wealth that they create and 
give the remainder to an army of social 
parasites. This is a very unjust division, 
IM^riK'tratisi for the benefit of that class 
who an- always^fierce in their denuncia¬ 
tions of the S<M*ialists for attempting tu 
prevent this division. The capitalists ad¬ 
vocate the division «»f wealth for tbe ag¬ 
grandizement of the dominant class, 
where&s So^'ialists eiidiUivor to prevent 
division and maintain that tbo4<e who 
produce tbe wealth should own anti use 
the wt-altb that they produce. Capital¬ 
ism is fouiidtsl on the profit system, on 
the divine right of exploitation. Modern 
industry (>re.sup|HMH-s a vast army of ein- 

doyes who have nothing to sell but their 

ab<»r iM>wer. If every man owncil the 
means of siihsisteiit^ be would tiot sell 
his laf>or p<>wer fttr the means of sub¬ 
sistence. llierefore capitalistic pro<liic- 
tion neivsstnieM the expropriation of the 
toUiug millions who are thus compcdlt'tl 
to exchange their labor iwwer for tbe 
mvessaries of life. 

During the middle ages serfdom and 
the guilds w’ere obstai^t^s to the indus¬ 


trial supremacy of eapitaliim, for they; 
hampered the unliaiited explollatiou o*f I 
labor. The toilers of thoae days were! 
protwted by social t iistoms. Their toil 
was lab(»rious, but they' were secure in 
their position, and had no anxiety.about 
making a living, for their labor was cer¬ 
tain and always brought its reinunrea* 
tion, aud this state of affairs produced 
a spirit of indei>endence which frustrat -1 
etl the designs of capitalism. Before thel 
dawn of ipodern Industry the destruction 
of tbe guilds aud the expropriation of 
the |>easaDts were uec«*ssarv steps, and 
the accomplishment of these punwaes rt*- 
sultisi in filling the labor niarzct and 
supplying the capitalists with an ariiiy 
of wage slaves. . 

Modern industry demands a rewrve 
force of labor, wfcich may be called into 
i^Niuisition on short notice. Let ur pre¬ 
mise, for the sake of llluatration, that the 
shoe market is glutted, aud the factories 
are closi>d and one million of men are 
depriv**d of employment. TTie stagnation 
of this industry continues for two years, 
and in the meantime the armv of super¬ 
numeraries emigrate to a foreign conn¬ 
in’. The market is finally cleared, and' 
there is a demand for laborers. TTie 
cajMtallsts cannot wait for a new gener¬ 
ation to supply the vacuum created by 
the emigration of their quondam em- 
|Moy^ for the shoe nuinufacturer must 
“make hay while the'sim shlnea" TTiere- 
fore it is necessary to have a reserve ar¬ 
my in readiness for the call of capitalistic 
generals. In England there is a coDwtant 
army of 700.000 unemployed end 8<y'.000 
paup'rs, and In times of industrial de¬ 
pression .these figiirre are multiplied. In 
.\merira we have our reserve force at all 
times in waiting for capitalistic exploita¬ 
tion, and this mighty array will be aug¬ 
mented with the centralization of our in¬ 
dustries, and wltk the limitation of for¬ 
eign trade, which essentially follows the 
development of foreign capital and the 
intensification of competition in the 
markets of the world. 

Since capitalism is founded on the ex¬ 
ploitation of the toiler for the enrich¬ 
ment of the idle parscltes. for the ag- 
gramKzement of the dominant class; on 
tbe division of the wealth created by the 
|u)M>rer for the benefit of a few: since it 
is fouudcxl on iniustice and robbery, it is 
antagonistic to the innate rights of every 
man to enjoy the product of his industry, 
and for these reasons it is opposed b; 
tbe disciples of Karl Marx. 

Under Socialism tbe trusts and indus¬ 
trial corporaiktns would lie nationalized, 
and used ro-operarively by all for the 
benefit of all. The profit system and the 
extravagant waste of competition would 
eliminated, thus multiplying the pro¬ 
ductivity of labor, and the vast dividends 
which accrue to tbe capitalists from the 
unpaid toil 4if their economic bondsmen, 
W4»uld be utilizi^ to eubance the remuner¬ 
ation Of the laborer, and advance the in¬ 
terest of society*. Seventy-five ix-r cent, of 
the population of the United States own 
3 iM;r cent, of the wealth which would 
make $30 per person. Vast numbers of 
tbe laboring ptK)ple are reduced to no¬ 
madic existence, compelled, tu tramp tbe 
country iu quest of subsUleace. In Eng¬ 
land there is a constant ride of humanity 
flowiug from the agricultural sections to 
the manufacturing cities, and back again 
to the rural districts. 

Condition.^ are-nor much better in the 
laud of Columbus. The nensanr. force<l 
by dire nect^ssity, wends his way to the 
busy haunts of life, and the surplus pop¬ 
ulation abandon the centers of activitHhi 
to S4ek relief in the sparsely settled re¬ 
gions of the West. I^alHir is a (H>mmodi- 
ly and is bought and sold like every other 

miiuHlity. at tbe wst of production. 
The co.sr of producing lalK»r power is the 
cost of the means essential In the inain- 
tennnee of the toiler and his family. Tlie 
ueces.sary means of 8ub>istenee must 1 k‘ 
computed aci*ordiug to tbe requirements 
uf society, or tbe standard <of living that 
prevails at a twirticular tigie in the his¬ 
tory of the nation. In rural districts, so¬ 
cial requirements .are very limited, and 
wages fall proportion.*)tely. In cities, 
where fW)cial requin*menl» are greater, 
wages arc <.Mrres|»i>mlii)gi.v higher. Tlie 
salary of girls for the same quality and 
iluautity uf lalsir is smaller than tbe 
salary of men. for the requirements of 
girls are not as extensive as the rwiuire- 
ments of men. 

This explains the persislenl employ¬ 
ment of women and children in factories 
and other establishments, in strict viola¬ 
tion of legal enactments. In discussing 
the question of wages we must not con¬ 
fine our analysis to a single laborer or 
one kind of industry, but must compart* 
the total sum paid in wagi-s with the 
total number of lalM>rers: $1.*I0 is the 
average wage paid in the United States, 
and this amount is just sutllcient to meet 
the requirements of'the average laborer.

the multiplication of machinery, the de¬ 
mand of laljor will constantly diminisii, 
and competInuQ will rf^du('e wages to the 
lowest possible point upon which tbe la- 
twrer can live and reproduce. This is. 
the iron law of wages formulated by 
Lassalle, and admitted by all the leading 
writers on politicai economy. Beventy- 
nve per cent, of the iMpuiation are to- 
virtually diiposses.xcd. enslaved. d»‘- 
pendeni on the will of their economic 
uiasters. deprived of a home, compiled 
to shift here and there, deprived of edu¬ 
cation, oppressed and degraded, and tbe 
rising generation of toilers, reared amidst 
the most debasing and truialing environ- 
nients, with dwarfed intellects, iiiocalat- 
ed with the virus of corruption, with ev¬ 
ery stimulant to the development of evil 
proi^sltie., are dmtined to become Im- 
becilea and criminal,. 

It ia alraoite that the archbiihop, in de- 
plonuft the imi*inary evil, of Socialism, 
could not aec the rea! evl, of rapitaliam 
evil, that exiat toda.’ ia .very ciTlIlxed 
country on the »lobc, evil, that will be 
iuti'Uiihrd with every step alana the path 
of proaren, and ventuate iu nutianai de- 
iiioralizatioD, degradation and retro¬ 
gression. 

Capitalism which flourishes on the ex¬ 
ploitation of labor ts reopousible for three 
evLt. aud Socialism, which would give 
the laborer the product of bis toil, which 
would eliiuinate profits, w’h ch would put 
an end to robberr and injustice, would 
prevent these evils, and give uvery man 
a home, dotbing. educational facilities, 
aud would bless the world with freedom, 
joy. plenty, equality and intaliectusl 
glory. 

T^.^y "we have the indolent and lazy, 
who live on the weaitn crested by the 
boneet toiler. Tbe laborers build houses 
and lazy live in them; the laborers 
tul the soil and reap the grain, and the 
idle enjoy the fruit; tho laborere weave 
tbe sUka and satins, and the idle wear 
them; the lalmrers go down into the bw- 
eis of the earth and extract the diamonds 
and precious stonee r'> adorn the necks 
of the lazy; the laborers warm the 
heiirthstones of the lazy, while tbeir own 
hearthstones are cold and dieerless. Un¬ 
der Socialism we will follow 'the admoni¬ 
tion of St. Paul, “if any man will not 
work, neither shall he eat." 

Tbe archbishop says; “One of the 
strongest incentivee to labor is the hqno 
of acquiring a competency." Under So¬ 
cialism sues would be the case, but the 
contrary is true today. Smlalism does 
not advocate* absolute equality, but only 
economic equality, or equalitr of labor. 
All values are created by labor. 1 ex¬ 
change a coat for a pair of snore. ' The 
laiior in the coac is qualitatively different 
from the laltor in tne shore, and there- 
fere we roust compare them quantitively, 
and Ln order to do this it is necessary to 
reifuct the labor incorporated in each ar¬ 
ticle to abstract latior. In this way all 
kinds ot labor are coropar(*d. Abstract 
labor time is taken as a unit by which 
concrete u-seful labor is measurt^. The 
m>i<chanic spends a number of years m 
acquiring a knowledge of hU trade, and 
this tiroe is incorporated in his concrete 
labor and hence multiplies the abstract 
units in bis cancrete labor. This is tbe 
icAson that mechanics command higher 
wages than the toiler on the str^t; the 
clerk commands higher wages than the 

S orter: the physician and the lawyer 
icher wagw than tjio railroad conduc¬ 
tor. SociHlisDi aims to establish equality 
of abstract labor time. If there would 
lie u natural tendency to the more hon¬ 
orable. po.sitinn. that would prove that 
tho renmneratinn in those positions 
would bo more than just, measunsi ac¬ 
cording to iilMtract labor time, and con- 
seiiuenrly the matter reuid he 'adjusted 
to meet all the wanu of society by reduc¬ 
ing til" comiK-nsation for services In the 
more inviting avocations. 

StK'ialism is an et'onomic question, and 
d(>re not propose to interfere with the 
family anil religion. The archbishop di¬ 
rects bis arguments against communism, 
which he uuconsdously identifies with 
Socialism. 

“.Another great o!»jpction to Social¬ 
ism," says the archbishop, “is its anti- 
Christian spirt. The great U-aders of So¬ 
cialism are antl-Christion.” The xrcat 
leaders of science .today are anti-Cbris- 
tUn. but that does not make science anti- 
Cbristiiin. St. John Cbrvsoslom, St. 
.Ambrose. Rt. Basil. Rt. Gregory tbe 
Great, first po{>e of the name: in fact, 
all the early fathers, together with Bar¬ 
on von Kettcler, archbishop of Mamorce, 
denounced tbe right of private capital, 
and I prreume that hU grace of New 
A'ork would not call these heroes of tbe 
church anti-Christian.

Before adjourning on Saturday, Decem¬ 
ber 14. the American FoderatloD of La¬ 
bor put itself on record oo the questi<MUi 
of trade autonomy and SocItUsm. the 
inattem of greatest general interest be¬ 
fore the convention. The reaointions 
adopted were an follows: 

1. As the magnificent grosrth of the 
Aoierican FederatioD of I^ibor is cooeed- 

-cd by all stndenta of ecommiic thought to 
be toe. result of ooganisation la trade 
line*, and believing it neither necessary 
nor expedient to make any radical depar¬ 
ture from this fondameotal princinlr. we 
declare that os a general propoaioon the 
interrnt* of the wotkera wtll be beat con¬ 
served by adhering at cloaely to that 
doctrine as the recent great efaangea in 
.method! of production and emptoyment 
make prscticMle. However, we Mieve 
that jnrUdJetion in ouch iodaatriea by 
the Mromouht organisation would yMd 
the beat resnlts to the workers therein. 

2. We bold that interests of the trade 
anion movement will be promoted by 
f-losel.r allying tbe snbdivldra entt, giv¬ 
ing eooRlderstion to amaliamatioo and to 
tbe organisation of dlatrict and national 
trade couacUa. to whteh should be re¬ 
ferred onestiooa In dfapate. and whieh 
should be adjusted within allied craft 
ilnea.

We. ilke.them, stand for great¬ 
er liberty, and are determined oo to act 
that tbe future idiall be.mor^- congenial 
to the whplf^uman family, and, osfwclal- 
ly, more bright and enjoyghle to men and 
women breadi-amer* of North America, 
whom we directly and iadirertly repr^ 
*<mt. 

**It is true, aevertheles*. that in fUrtfi- 
erance of our cUim. namely, that oor 
principlrs comprise the fullest a^ hi|d»- 
est seope of human activity, aud from 
tiaoe to time will be enhanced and ad¬ 
vanced in accordance with tbe demands 
to Mtiafy hnaoso need* and deslm the 
pcopie we represent, the working class.
